Singapore Becomes a City

LONDON .— 

GS flew in Singapore 
yesterday to the accom- 
paniment of heavy banquet 
ing amd no less heavy speeches 
As ordained by King George 
Vi the great port was raised 
to the official status of a city. 

Over 130 years ago Sir 
Stamford Raffles barely found 
space to pitch his camp be- 
tween river and jungle, and 
the entire population of the 
island consisted of 200 Malay 
fishermen and pirates. Today 
the City of Singapore boasts 
one of the ten biggest ports 
in the world with a population 
of over 1,000,000 drawn from 
20 different peoples, and an 
international trade which 
topped £546 mijlion last year 

Singapore, at the extreme 
southern point between Ma- 
laya and Indonesia. attained its 
impor e as the nodal point 
between western and eastern 
Asia, between Europe and the 
Antipodes the “Clapham 
Junction of the Far East.” But 
it meeded the foresight and 
imagination of Raffles to lay 
the foundations of an even 
greater trading centre than 
“the Lion City,” Singapura, 
which flourished five centuries 
earlier. 

Raffles, then Lieut-Gover- 
nor of Benkoelen in Sumatra. 
landed in Singapore on Ja- 
nuary 28, 1819, and obtained 


the lease of ground for a trad- 
ing station from the Sultan 
of Johore. Five years later he 
bought the island outright 
from the Sultan for the East 
India Company. [It passe 
from the Company's rule to 
that of the Viceroy of India 
in 1851, and finally in 1867 to 
the Colonjal Office. where it 
remains, though its partners 
In the former “Straits Settle- 
ments“ — Penang and Malacca 
—are now incorporated in the 
Federation of Malaya. 


Rubber Riches 

There is vitality in Sin- 
gapore as witness its rapid re- 
covery since the Japanese oc- 
cupation. It was left in a filthy 
condition, public services neg- 
lected and ruined, streets 
piled high with rubbish. 
Today the city is nee again. 
There may not be as many 
big ships in harbour as there 
once were, trade with China 
and Japan has dechned. But 
Singapore itself is busier 
than ever before. 

Ruch of its wealth is, of 
course, due to rubber — it was 
in Singapore’s Botanical Gar- 
dens that the first experiments 
in rubber-planting were made.
